Salmons and Herrynges (doubtyng that ſome aduantage might be taken by 

the lawes of the Kealme, to ſeaſe the ſame fyſbe as fozfayted, foz want of the ozdinary quantitie of the bar 

relles refuſe to vnbyppe and put the ſame to ſale, 

cbereſoꝛe. fo; the quietyng of them, and as reaſon is, to comkozt ſuch as do bzyng ſeaſonable victuall 

to any pozt of the Kealme : Her Maieſtie hath oꝛdered, and by theſe pzeſentes commaundeth, that the ſaid 
Bao; of the ſayde Citie of London, (ball cauſe the ſayde veſſelles now bzought, oz hereafter to de bought. 
to be gaged and tryed, accoꝛdyng to the auncient cuſtome of the ſayde Citie. Ind the fyſbe beyng founde 
ſcaſonable, to cauſe the barrelles and veſſelles to be marked ſo apparently and notozpouſly, that all maner 
of perſons deſpzyng to buye the ſame, may well kno we what the contentes be of the ſame veſlelles, and 
do we much they dyffer from others. And her Maieſtie commaundeth. that the lyke be done from tyme to 
t-me in all other poꝛtes of the Realme, wherſocuer any phe veſlelles ſhalbe bzought, pzeſently,oz at any tyme 
hereafter, with lyke fyſbe,ſo as no maner of perſon maye be deceyued by the buyng thereof, fo; lacke of the true 
knowledge of the contentes of the lame. Ind her Maieſtie alſo commaundeth, and ſtrayghtiy chargeth all 
maner perſons, to fozbeare from moleſtyng of any ſtraunger, oꝛ other perſon bzyngyng the ſame Salmon oz 
Herryng, 02 any lyke. in ſuch barrelles, differyng in quantitie from the barrelles of Englande,ſo as the ſame 
be duely gaged.and therupon notoꝛious marnev tet vpon the Came, befoze they ſhalbe put to ſale, wherby their 
true contentes map be knowen, a the pzyces made thereafter ratably. which ozvers and commaundementes 
ber Bateftie trayghely chargeth and commaundeth all maner of perſons to kepe and obey, as they wyll aun 
were to the contrary, at theyz peryls.
